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THE SIXIH BREATH 


TEMPLE IT EACHINGS. OPEN SERIES, No. 185 


The Sixth Breath 1s a Formative Principle—the Kssence $0 to 
peak, of Abstract Form. This Sixth Breath is the Breath which 
(od breathed into the man of Clay; and which made man a living 
Spirit. To have breathed into man only the fourth or vital breath 
would not have ensouled matter with any spark of the Godhead. The 
Sixth Breath 1s the Spiritual Breath animating all things im mant- 
festations, and its polar opposite 1n matter 1s the Fourth or Rupic 
Breath belonging only to the Creature, that 1s, the thing created, 
whereas the Sixth 1s of the Creator: Rhythmic unpulses trom the 
Sixth Breath which 1s m synchronized vibration with the Great 
Breath, arouse corresponding breath-decire activities in the lower 
Rupic pole and <o Form 1s kept in mamifestation on the lower planes. 
\Vere the Sixth Master Breath to cease, all Form, animate and m- 
ammate, would disappear trom the face of the Cosmos. 

[magination, the kingly faculty of <oul has 1ts seat of power m 
the Sixth Breath which is also the basis of Kriyashakti, creation by 
will and imagination. In a sense, Breath and Desire are one and 
the same. Attuned to Universal Rhythm of the Great Breath, Desire 
1s Omnipotent but the lower desires cannot vibrate with the Sixth 
Breath because of the limitations of matter, as the Rupic conscious- 
ness on the fourth plane 1s merely a reflection of the higher arupic 
Sixth Principle on the realms of the Formless yet having 1n 1tself 
the potency of all form. 

Breath creates images and imagination arouses Breath. VWaith 
the Sixth Breath on the universal planes of being this process 1s vast 
and indescribable in human terms but <ome 1dea may be gained by 
<tudying the effects of lower breath desires on the human emotional 
plane. All kinds of emotions which belong to the fourth or rupic 
State of heing affect the breath as in joy and sorrow, anger, tear, 
fright, deep concentration, and So on. \Vhen lower emotional phases 
manifest there is no control of the breath centres. The Breath he- 
comes deep, rhythmical, catchy or <hallow according to the phase of 
emotion manifesting. as all snch helong to the plane of the Fourth 
Breath. Control the Fourth Breath by the Sixth however and all 
disordering conditions d1sappear. 

In all disturbing mental or emvtional conditions theretore indraw 


the consciousness by deliberate quiet breathing and seek to correlate 
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with the Sixth Breath on 1ts own plane of torce and consclousness 
If this 1s done, there will nmmediately result a balanced state and 2 
feeling of inner calm and peace, with control ot outer conditions 
Motions and Emotions cease more and more as we g0 11 COnsSCIOUsS- 
nes toward the Centre of Being tor the Kingdom ot the Divine 
Rhvthmic Breath—Heaven—is Within. Differentiation from the 
Centre outward begets wider and wider motion which 1s cause for 
more motion and $0 on to inhmty as 1s noted in the case of the 
mighty swing of suns and planets through the spatial depths. And 
vet within the real inner centre of those swinging orbs and all 
creatures thereon there is common place. or state of Identity. In 
other words 1f you fhnd the real centre of anything, soul. creature, 
Star, or planet, vou have found the Centre of AI. Al roads lead 
to (God through Centres within Centres. 

In the deepest states of mental concentration the outer breath 
hecomes quiet and still and it of sufhcient power may almost cease 
altogether as in the case of Yoga hecause the outer umpul=e or desire 
has passed through the Fourth to the Fifth'and 1s near perhaps to 
the Sixth Breath. And as the onter hreath correlates with the 
inner, every organ, cell and tissue of the body begins to breathe 1n 
unison, for every organ and cell has the correspondence in 1tself of 
every other organ, every cell having the analogue of Iungs and 
potential rhythm of all the Seven Breaths.

This very personal "Confesston of Iluson” 1s given at this 
time in the hope that it may he helptul. My experience 1n 1llusory 
conditions closelv parallels that of more than one dear memher of 
the Temple,—except that those others lost their affiliation with the 
Temple, while mv <truggle gained me the privilege of coming to 
Halcvon to hive under the Master's guidance. 

\bout springtime of last year, this heing the time I am usually 
influenced in ome wav or other, | felt like writing a book, in which 
| mtended to expound the main truths of theosophy in such a s1mple 
way that all beginners and lavmen who had not studied or heard 
Of 1t could find the truth. I decided to call this hook, - pretentious 
as 1t may Seem; © F HE NEW--BIBLE.” 

| had written Several chapters of this book when, one, summer 
night, while I was sitting with ome friends at Wilkes-Barre, —by 
the way a hot-hed of spiritualism, I was talking about Impartiality 
and Neutrahty, this having heen my particular theme ever since 
the war, and I pointed out that I had always ridden the grey horse 
and had never in any movement I had joined turned either to the 
white or the black. I had, always, $0 to speak, sat on the fence, hut

There happened to be in this group a clairvovant, an elderly lady 
ot absolute integritv and smcerity, and als» a medium having the 
like qualities of character. Suddenly the clairvoyant remarked that 
zhe saw a hgure standing by me and bending over me. Curiously 
| asked her what this person looked like, and she described him as 
wearing a blue gown and a golden turban. To this I remarked : 
*It must be a Master of Light on the Path of Love.” ©Why,” she 
sa1d, ©] have seen this man before. It is Confucius. This seemed 
quite possthle to me as we had talked of the very things that were 
a part of the teachings of Contucins. 


\t that point the medim suggeste(d that we Should go into a 


dark chamber and See 1t we could not vet into communication with 


the particular personalitv. The three ot us (i <0, and no <o2ner 
had we gathered together than we heard an independent voice $av- 
ing, You have called. I am here.” | then put the question, *\\ ho 
are vou; and received the answer, © am Confucms. [I will say 


right here that our medium was absolutely beyond a doubt ot 


faking any messages, as I had many opportunities to find out later. 


We then had quite a conversation with the spirit calling himse!t 
Confucius, and found out that we had heen members of his order 
1n China about eight hundred vears before Christ, and, as I found 
out later, I had heen his physical on. He also told us that he had 
been mv guide ever since my conception, and all the writings 1 nad 
ever done as well as this New Bible had been impressed by him. | 
did not particularly like the idea that I had not written these things 
myself, but when I came to reason it out, it seemed to me that the 
Spirit could act as a prism to my inner man, and that it all came 
[rom me anyway. 

About a week later we happened to have viciting there a very 
famous medium, George Valiantine. TI took the opportumty of 
olIng to one of his seances in order to verify what 1 had heard at 
the previous sitting. Tt was the usual seance in which the relatives 
who had passed came to their heloved ones; hut at the end of the 
Sitting, which was a so-called trumpet seance, a voice was directed 
to me, Saving, I am the envoy of Confucius. He wished me to 
inform you that from now on he will impress you more regularly 
at a certain time every morning, and he will tell you exactly what 


he wants you to do.” 
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From that time I put myself into a passive condition at 1x 
o'clock and received regular messages, some giving the texts for 
the New Bible. others giving plans for a new Order, which: was 
to be established under the name of ©THE WHITE ROSE.” We 
were first told to elect one other member, who was at that time the 
president of the theosophical <ociety in Wilkes-Barre, and the four 
Of 118 were to <it as a Square. The particular ohject of this Square 
was to verify the in<pirational items I had received every morning. 
| will <av here these messages d11 not come audiÞbly, but I <rmply 
made mvself passive and wrote down whatever came to me at that 
particular time. 

At fir=xt I was much inclined to believe that these mes<ages were 
the product of my own lower mind. However, when they were 
confirmed at these Square meetings, which we held everv Wednes- 
dav night. I ceased to donht and was firmly convinced that the 
\[aster Confucins was teaching ns. Aﬀter a while we were told 
that twenty-five <pirits on the other s1de, of whom Seven were 
\lasters. had united themselves to establisch on earth what thev 
called The Church of the New Age, and that as a counterpart there 
Should he twentv-hve members on this <Kde mim a section of the 
=0-Ccalled Order of the White Rose, which Section was called the 
()rder of the Twentv-five; and we were given the names of those 
who were ehgible to this group of T wenty-five. 

AT this took place ahout the time of the equinox. I gradually 
receive the entire twelve chapters= Of the first ZoSpel, which was 
to be called *The Copel of the Earth.” later to he followed by 
the gospels of \\ater. Fire, and Air. These twelve chapters im turn 
dealt with the most important truths of occultism, based on the 
tundamental truth that we had God within, and that in the New 
(Covenant we mu<t cease to take things on hlind authority and verity 
all truth from within. 

.\t the ame time we received definite instructions and initiation 
rituals for the Order of the Twenty-five, the main ohject of this 
()rder being to establich snch a unity that each member would grad- 
nally be able to snhdue his personalitv and hring forth the Common I 
in all. \We also were given a most elaborate ritual, called the Holv 
Ritual of the Mass, which was to be performed on the twenty-fir<t 
of December, and from then on at the beginning of the four seasons. 
This ritual was very beautiful. It represented what T would call 
the original conception of the Last Supper in the pristine-church. 

\Ve followed onr instructions and worked out evervthing in 
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detail. The ritual, in particular, put us to quite a big expense, hut 
all members were heart and soul in the movement and <d not shun 
any Sacrifice. 

\\ hen the I wenty-hve had been called, we were toll to establish 
the Order ot the Forty-nine, and then Nine of our group of Twentv- 
hve were electe(| t> the Order of Priesthood. all accompaine:] by 
the most wondertul mitiation. rituals. 

Everything went well up to the T wenty-ftirst of December when 
we were at the height of our glory: and we were already beginning 
to think of spreading the movement and pubhshing the New Bible. 

About a week atter Chrstmas, my wite, who, although she had 
joined me 1n all other movements through which | had wandered 1m 
the twelve vears of our companmionship, but had not attliated herselt 
with this new order, tor Some reason or other, had a long talk 
with me at the break tast table. She lauded my <mcerity and tranh 
[niness to the work | had undertaken, but fhnally came out with this 
Statement: "You love this work because vou have made vourselt 
a pope. At that time I repudiated her ndeas and regretted her 
utter miunderstanding of my nature: but 1t <svon turned out she 
was pertectly correct 1m her judgment. 

Shortly atter this conversation, as | was <eated 1n our Seance 
ro0mM together with one other member, | suddenty tell ito a seem 
ng trance condition, and from out of me a voice talked It clammed 
tt) be Confucius himselt. This had heen the hrst time that 1 had 
had this experience. The member present unmediately <started to 
take notes, the gist of which was that owing to the tact that my 
personality had gotten too much into the foreground, 1 was toy go 
into the Silence until the next equinox, and that all my work was 
to be divided among the members of the ()rder ot the Nine. 

\We immediately realized that from our worldly point of yiew 
this might mean a disruption of the Order, as undoubtedly my per- 
:onality had helped to build up the group and hold 1t together, but in 
<pite of the remonstrances of the member who had taken the note> 
and her husband, claiming that the me=sage was not authentic, | 
could not help but feel sure it was. At least I felt sure 1t came 
from within, and having overstepped my authority, 1t was my duty 
to obey, and I went into the Silence. 

As time went on 1t proved that this withdrawal oft my personality 
actually did harm the Order. As there were no more mesSages 


coming through, manv lost their intere=t, and it was hard tor the 
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Nine to agree on what course they should take. It hurt me exceed- 
ingly to ee the work of many months of hard effort crumble 
together. and I was more than once tempted to again take up the 
reins. and in <pite of evervthing carrv on the movement. .1 do not 
claim that it was anv particular virtue that made me <tick to my 
re<olution of obedience. other than. the fact that in our family the 
L.aw of Obedience had alwavs been the main part of our education. 
and that having recognized the command from within, I could not 
do otherwise than obey. and give np my amhition. 

The end of the Order finally came when we were. told to dis- 
hand. All this trouble was accentuated by the death of my dear 
wife. which broke up a wondertul compamonship of twelve vears 
and our home. Tust here I might <av. that one ttme heing asked 
what T would do for the <ake of the Work, I rephed: ©I would be 
willing to loce evervthing. even mv wife and my home.” 

Having lost evervthing but mv bov. I immediately decided to 
ome to Halcvon, which T had long hefore recognized as my s$pir- 
itnal home: and in the manv vears | hope to he active here among 
vou, brothers and <sters, I will never forget the hearty welcome 


nu gave ns, and how vor all recerved me with open arms and open

THE SEVEN PRINCIPLES OF MAN. 


Perhaps the one reason which attracts the interest of the major- 
ty of intellectual people to' the ©Wisdom Religion” more than any 
other, 1s the fact that while it undonhtedly satisfies the religions and 
emotion nature quite as fully as anv of the other religions, vet it 
als0 has 1ts <cientific ide and appeals <strongly to the reason. Tt 
not only gives us a wonderful and all-embracing religion, but gives 
a Scientific hasis for all its teachinss. Hidden within the depths

ot the teachings of Theoophy hes the answer to all questions of the 
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past and of the tuture: and Man <tands upon the shore and looks 
ont over the vast ()eean of Truth which hes before him. 

The Truth 1s Innitless. Man 1s onlv hmited m his perception 
of 1t Þy Ins abthty. to grasp it, and make 1t a part of himself. So 
that in the cons1deration of Man'and his relation to the rest of the 
anverse, 1 heosophy not only demands the exercise of the Intuition, 
the abihty to perceive and contact the mner spheres of hfe by the 
exercise of interior <enses, but 1t als calls for the power of analyst:s, 
the picking apart and examining with the Intellect the most intricate 
and mysterious parts of our Being. 

To the Wisdom Rehgion nothing 1s <0 holy or Indden that it 
may not be placed under the micro<cope ot the Intelligence; and 
though there are many my<steries which cannot he cogmzed and 
nnderstood by the Intellect, that 1s hecause the Intellect 1s not great 
enough to grasp them ; not hecause 1t would degrade them 1t 1t d1d 
examine them. 

\W'e find all through the teaching< of the \V isdom Religion con- 
<tantl\ recurring reference to the Seven-told Constitution ot the 
Universe in all its aspects, and in Man this Seven-told Constitution 
'< usaally termed the Seven Principles ot Man. 

In other words, Man.-in all his moods, <piritual, mental and 
material, may be divided into Seven «1stinct parts, some of which 
are active, and <ome inactive; some latent, onlv, and others fully 
developed and operative at all times. 

Let one for a moment think of hnn=elt as a <eparate piece or 
<phere of consciousness; the feeling of *I or "me which 1s m 
each of us. Now. as we well know. this I or me” changes its 
moods many times during the day; it teels hunger, tear, Sorrow, 
aSpiration, remorse, anger, the sheer jov of hiving, or what not; 
and yet, at all times and in any of these moods, 1t 18s sti!l John 
Brown, or whatever one's name may be. 

Now, then, let us endow John Brawn with the power ot moving 
al w1ll from One ot these STares Ot CONSCIOUSNESS ro the other. and 
we have a very good analogy of the process by which the Soul 


evolves and pushes jts way upward through the various planes of 
Consciousness, from! the lowest material. into which 1t has sunk, 


nto the highest <piritual from which 1t originally came, and to 
which 1t must return. 
Let ns begin our consideration of the Seven Principles of Man 


In a little different manner than the usnal one. Instead of cons1d- 
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ering it from the <tandpoint of Physical Man evolving upward 
toward the Supreme Spirit, we will reverse the method and com- 
mence with the highest and see how it descends. or involvres 1tselt 
into Matter. 

First, we have the Ineffable Spiritual Sun. AI words are hope- 
lexs in an effort to describe it. The most we can do 1s to say that 
it was. 1s now. and ever shall be. Perhaps the nearest approach 
nan has ever made to the clothing of this Supreme Spirit in words 
was accomplished by Sir Edwin Arnold in his. heautitul poem : 

{Never the Spirit was born 
The Spirit Shall ceaxe to be- never 
\ ever was time 1t was not. 
End and begmning are dreams. 
Birthless, and deathless, and chanvetes- 
Remaneth the Spirit forever. 
Death has not touched 1t all

(an one read these inspiring hnes without experiencing an 1n 
pulse to 1dentify one s selt with this Glorions, Ineffable Exssence, 
this unseen Something which we all feel to a greater or less degr: 
knocking at the door of our hearts and trving to break through 
barriers of self and sense 7 

10 the Christian it 1s the voice of Jesus calling in the heart. To 
the Indian 1t 1s Gitche Mamton, the Great Spirit, and to the Moham- 
medan 1t 1s .\llah,—the Supreme. The name. given it by the Wis- 
dom Religion 1s Atma, Spirit ; and this is the first princinle of out 
Nature. Let us understand that this Spirit lies alwavs at the center 
ot our Being ; that it is the Central Cell around which we are builded : 
and that the object of our evolutionary pilgrimage is to gain con- 
SCIOUs union with it 


Perhaps this is all that we can sav about this hrst .principle, 


which 1s at once our origin and our destination. though it may be 
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appropriate to voice here the prayer of the Eastern Mystic in hts 
contemplation of it: 

"Unveil, oh Thou who gervest sustenance to all the world; from 
whom all cometh and to whom all must return: Thou face of the 
Frue Sun now IMidden by a vase of Golden Light; that we may 
know the truth, and do our whole duty, on our journey to Thy 
Sacred Seat.” 

[Let us now consider a ray or shatt of Light coming downward 


from this Central Spiritual Sun and lighting up with its $piritua 


rachance the mind of man. [his 1s the Christos, the Christ Prin- 
ciple. The lather in Heaven Sends down THis Son that whos 
accepts Hun <hall have everlasting hte. The Church has material- 


1zed this into the conception that God Sent His Son Jesus to be 
cructhed on carth:; and that those who beheved in Him <hould be 
-aved, and the re=t should be damned; but how much more ma1estic 
and splendid 1s the thought that this Christ-torce 1s a real spiritua! 
Dower which may be ours 1t we will take "t: that by asprration and 
meditation, and right thought and act we can imcorporate it int-

This 1s the Second Principle ot Alan, called in Theoxophica!

of Separateness: Superiority, or what not. 1s merely a detuson of 


the Lower Self. and has no place in the consclousness of the tiighe: 
Self, The Consciousness of him who has attained to the Bu-ldhn 
mlane is one of ineffable and boundless bliss ; a reahzation IN FACT 


that his Con<cionsness 18 one with the \Whote. 

You know the Wisdom Religion teaches that the FEssential 
Nature of God 1s Bliss; and that as we can identity oursetves with 
real interior hliss, unconnected in any way with the senses, we 
hecome one with the Christ within us and through Hum with the 
Father in Heaven, Atma, the Supreme Spirit 

Let us See. therefore, that the Path upwards through the Princt- 
ples consists in the gradual realization of the unity of all things ; 
not a. mental acceptance of this fact, but an actual realization of it, 
and an application of it in our daily life. Our growth and progress 
along the Path is proportionate to our application and to our 
living the principles involved rather than our intellectual acceptance 
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of these thoughts as a theory only; though, of conrse, the mental 
acceptance mu<t be there al=o, and in many cases comes first, and 
1< 1n 1tself a great <tep upwards. Remember at this point that the 
Path must be trrod tone, that it winds uphill all the way ; and that, 
therefore, though vour fellow-traveler may not be followmg in the 
came footsteps as vou are. he has his Own way to go, and while each 
<tep he takes will not he the <step vou would take, vet he will 
ndonhtedlyv get to the end, qust as you w!ll. 

we <ce that the Chriest-Consctousness 18 an all-embracing one. 
t 1s not one which accepts virtue and rejects vice: one which says 
this man 1s mv brother and not that one: this man does right and 
that one wrong. It 1-.a rachant feeling of love which flows out 
vithout discrimmation-on the nust and on the unjust alike ; just as 
the <un shine< alike on the weeds and on the flowers. and 1s absorbed 
ty them and taken into their beg and made a part ot them. 

To the extent that-one identihes hiunself with this great Second 
Principle Of Man. Þuldhi, the Christos,—to that extent he be- 

me< a Dvnamc Center through which the great Constructive 
Forces of the Univer<e can flow, Life, Light, and Love, a radiating 
Domt from which are energized by these great unrversal and 1mper- 
whom he may come 1n contact. 

Now we come to the Third . Principle, Manas, or Mind. First. 
iet us make clear that the Mind 1s the battle-cround, 0 to speak. 
Detween the Higher and the Lower Self. That what 1s called the 
Higher Triad. Atma. Buddhi, Manas, or Spirit, Soul and Higher 
Mind. belong to the eternal. deathless side of things; and that the

\t this point, hetween the third and fourth principles, Higher 
and Lower Mind. hes the-drviding line hetween the incarnating 220 
and the transttory, per< onal <elf:; and it 1s the Hfe-work of each one 
Of ns to transmute or work over whatever may come to us in our 
experiences of daily hfe, extracting the esential essences of them 
and <toring them away m the Thigher Mind : inst as the hee extracts 


tne nonev trom the flowers and <tores 1t awav tor future unse. 


Here we have tree-will, We can turn our gaze downward and 
Mathe our Souls in <en=e-gratification until we become nauseatec] 
vith and are (Ir1ven by <heer l<gnst to look upward, Or we can 


nx our thonght m the Higher Triad and raise ourselves upwar«]

mire of <enxe into the realm of the Spirit. 
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As a matter of tact, we all do more or less of each of these 
things. We enjoy the things of the <enses at times, and we turn 
our faces toward the Spiritual Light at times. Perhaps here will 
be a good point to show that Spiritual Growth does not necessarily 
mean the mortihcation of the flesh; and that he who accepts the 
good things of hte in a philosophical manner as they come along, 
and the unpleasant things also, and vet always has in the hack of 
his mind the will to grow spiritually,—may, perhaps, make more 
rapid progress than he who makes a tremendous effort to lift him- 
<elf up by the shoe-strings, and renounce as damnable all the good 
things of Lite. 

Remember: The object of incarnation 1s not to make us con- 
torm to any rules of convention whatsoever. It disregards conven- 
tion utterly. Its object 1s to umte the Lower Man with his Father 
in Heaven, the Higher Triad; and this means to gain a self- 
conscious umon with all that is: <0 that, free from desire, one 
hecomes an active, cConsc1ous part of the <piritual energ1zing forces 
ot the Universe. 

Every 1mpulse to help another, every altrmstic thought and 
desire to serve Humanity without thought of reward. has its origin 
mn this ray from the Higher Selt: and im proportion as we ohey 
<nch 1mpulse and make $such an altrustic feeling a part of ourselves, 


will be our progress along the Path of Umon with the Supreme. 


Below this middle point we have the Lower Man,—the body, 
with its desires, 1ts life principle and its downward tendencies. [he 
Occultist must rule the vehicle of his Soul as a driver rules and 
guides his steed. He must train it to obey any mpulse he may grve 
it and to respond to the feel of his rein and the touch of I1s whip. 


lv he will be <ubject to 


Until he 1s in absolute command of his ho 
Incarnation ; for it 1s the attributes of the Lower Selt which draw 
the Ego downward into incarnation. 

Will is a faculty of the Mind, and the Will may, and m fact 
must, either rule the dexire principle and the hody or be ruled by 
it.

rahma. the Unversal Spirit, breathes out, and a Universe unfolds ; 


breathes m, and draws it hack into himself again. 


the remaining Three Principles helong only to the transitory 
incarnation. They are the. vehicle or Body created solely to servc 
as a dwelling-place for the soul during its earth life. They cohere 
as a personalty only when inhahited by the Soul, and at death 
resolve back into their original constituent elements. and lose their 


IACentity as an individual entirely. So that when John Brown dies, a 
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Separation takes place between his Higher and his Lower Selt. 
That part of him which was felt bv him to he the *I AM” paceses 
into a condition of bhss called IDevachan, an:l the Lower Self grad- 
ually disintegrates and 1ts elements return to the general <npply, 
having served their purpose for that incarnation. 

The Physical Body, as we know. quickly decays and resolves 
into the various chemicals which constitute it. The Astral Podyv 
maintains its integrity for a little longer time, hut it also gradually 
loses 1ts coherence, as the Pranic Life Force passes out from 1t. 

We will con<sider these three principles in a brief manner. The 
Fifth, Prana, 1s often called the Life Principle. Let us con«ider 
the Umverse as immersed in an immeasurable sea of Lite; a vast, 
pulsating mass of hving essence. without which nothing could exit. 
A hvineg force which fills ont and animates all hiving things. When 
the Soul leaves the hody at death this Pranic force gradually passes 
out of the erstwhile Irving flesh: and just as a <ponge collapses 
when no longer filled with water, the body loses its shape and d1sm- 
tegrates an d18appears. 

The Axtral Body, the next (sixth) principle, 1s the real Body. 
(Decultism considers the body as of little importance, a mere snell 
built around the Astral. which is the cohering matrix or form on 
which the Phyxical is built. It is material, also0, a httle fmer grade 
than the Physical, but only one degree above 1t. Even Science 15 
heginning to acknowledge the existence of the Astral Body, thovgh 
It 1s quite conservative in doing s0 and does not call 1t by that 
name. In recent experiments made by Conan Dovle. photographs 
have heen taken of it, and even portions of 1t have heen <everec| 
from the apparition and placed under a microscope and analyzed. 

But all this, while very interesting, savors a good deal of spook- 
Ism, and must he accepted only after a good deal of caretul exam- 
ination. 

What the Occult Student is interested in during his studyv ot the 
Seven Principles 1s rather a consideration of the reincarnating I.g0, 
Its relation to and contact with the Brain-Mind ; and the Path which 
must he traveled hy him who would reach conscions union m this 
hfe with the Higher Self.
